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“ PUBLISHERS’ AND THE PRESS.” 


In the recent article upon “ Publishers’ and the Press,” there was 
certainly no intention of provoking a personal discussion. It was the 
design of that article to state the general impression, that the news- 
paper notices of books were often influenced by other considerations than 
the intrinsic excellence of the works themselves; and it was written 
upon occasion of the assertion of a Boston newspaper, that a Publish- 
ing House had attempted to coerce the Press, because it had seen fit 
to withdraw its advertisements from that paper contemporaneously with 
an unfavorable notice of one of the publications of that house. 

The temporary committee of the Publishers’ Association desire to 
state frankly, that this statement about the Press, was made by the 
Circular in such a manner that some leading Journals have felt them- 
selves called to the defence of their own honesty ; although the intention 
of the article was so purely impersonal, that the committee will not allow 
any false sense of honor to prevent the expression of their regret, that 
it was in any manner liable to any other construction.} 

But while they state this, the committee must still approve the gene- 
ral truthfulness of the article. There can be no doubt in the mind of 
any intelligent man, at all familiar with the management of newspapers, 
that there is a kind of indirect influence both sought and exerted be- 
tween the publishers and the press. Every man who publishes books 
has constant applications for copies of works “ for notice,” or requests 
for advertisements, with the promise, as an inducement, of good notices, 
or a refusal of notice because there is no advertisement. This is not 
gross, pecuniary bribery,—but every man can see the character and con- 
sequence of such transactions. The committee of course do not wish to 
quote instances of this kind. They are well known to the trade, and to the 
Press, and our readers will be satisfied with an assertion, since our ob- 
ject is not individual disgrace, but general reform. It is wrong upon 
both sides. The article in question implicated both sides, for where 
there is a party bribed, there is a party bribing. The press and the 
publishers both owe it to their professions, that such petty dishonesties 
should cease. 

The article in the Circular has very naturally called forth some com- 
ments in the newspapers and in private circles. So far as we have 
observed, the general expression has been infavor of the justice of 
the positions it assumed. To thisthere have been some exceptions, 
however, among which must be claimed an article in the New York 
Courier & Enguirer, which, inasmuch: as it entirely misrepresents 
the question at issue, as well as the ground taken by the writer in the 
Circular, seems to call for a rejoinder. Had the Courier and Enquirer 
republished the whole, or even considerable portions of our former 
article, we should have been well content; there would have been 
no occasion for a reply. 

The Courier says, “The Publishers, through their organ, set up 
some distinct charges, with which we have to do. The claims are, 
that a publisher has a right t» discontinue his advertising in any pa- 
per, af any time, and for avy reason; and that what he deems an un 
fuir criticism is a justifying reason 10. sa discoudu — .€; or 
why @ man must be so justified for exercising his undoubted rig. 
they do jnot inform us.” The absurdity, here, belongs to the Courier, 
Rot tous. We asked the question, if publishers had not the right to 
sdvertive, or cease advertising according to their own pleasure; adding 

They may act unwisely, or even from an incorrect principle; but so 
long as they do not interfere with the rights of others, their conduct 
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does not call for public discussion and censure.” In other words, we 
claimed that although a publisher might not act from a correct principle 
in bestowing his advertising business, this did not justify public dis- 
cussion of his conduct, and personal censure of himself. The second 
claim was, that a publisher was in every sense justifiable—that he acted 
from a correct principle, in withdrawing his advertising patronage from 
papers whose criticisms were maliciously or stupidly unjust. 

The Courier goes on to say, “ The question is not about a right, but 
about what is right under the circumstances; in other words, whether 
it is proper, whether it is just and consistent with the best interest of 
literature, of the book publishers’ and the newspaper publishers’ busi- 
ness, and of society at large, that the book publishers should hold the 
withdrawal of their business as a rod over the heads of newspaper pub- 
lishers to frighten them into the publication of favorable opinions only 
of the books sent to them for notice.” If this is the question, {the Cou- 
rier may discuss it to its heart’s content without one word from us, or, 
we imagine, any one else. It is a question in which all are on one side. 
At least we know of no respectable publisher who takes the affirmative. 
But this is not the question.. It is whether publishers have, or have 
not, the right to demand fair and impartial criticism; and itis clearly 
proved that the Courier understands that this is the real question, 
for this is the one it proceeds to discuss. In doing this, it admits that 
it is incumbent upon critics to be fair, while it denies the right of pub- 
lishers to judge whether they are so or not. It says that “to make 
publishers the judges of the fairness of opinions passed upon their books 
by the public press, is a little more absurd than to make a culprit the 
judge of the fairness of the verdict which condemns or acquits him ;” 
adding that with publishers “ unfavorable judgment would in practice, 
always be regarded as unfair.” Though not very complimentary to pub- 
lishers, there is a degree of plausibility in this reasoning; yet we are not 
quite ready in consequence of it, to give up our right of opinion as pub- 
lishers, or our right to act upon those opinions. It should be remem- 
bered that a publisher is not the author of his books, When a manu- 
script is presented to him for examination, he is in a position wherein 
his own interest requires that he should be an impartial as well asa 
competent judge. Thus his opinion of his publications is formed 
with quite as little prejudice, and perhaps with even more care than 
that of the critic. In some cases, therefore, he may be a compe- 
tent critic of critics. He should undoubtedly make allowances, and not 
condemn all opinions which may differ from his own, but to a certain 
extent he is certainly justified in forming a judgment and acting thereon. 
We understand the Courier to admit the propriety of a withdrawal 
of patronage from a paper, in consequence of “ really and deliberately 
unfair criticism,” and in our view this admits all, for if the right of judg- 
ment in such cases does not rest with the publisher, in whom is it vest 
ed? With him rests the power: with him, therefore, must, ulti- 
mately, rest the right of judgment, if it rests any where. 

The Courier further misrepresents when it quotes us as stating 
“that critics are, with very few exceptions, influenced in the ex- 
pression of their judgment by pecuniary considerations.” Our words 
were “many exceptions.” 

an conclusion, the Cou. Jc thinks} we have set the price of papers 
of character and standing jaltogether [too low—that they “age not to 
be bought, body and soul, for five dollars, or oe % It is 
hardly necessary to repeat that wo never asserted they were.##Here is 
the Courier’s concluding paragraph. 


“The open charge of direct or indirect bribery brought against the 
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press generally is, aside from the character of this journal, of no con- 
sequence to us; for, as our readers know, the current issues of the 
press oftener receive condemnation than approval at our hands; but 
we can tell the public that papers of character and standing are not to 
be bought, body and soul, for five dollars or an advertisement. The 
story carries its refutation on its face; for the price is ridiculously low. 
One might as well ‘endanger one’s soul gratis.’ Some ground there 
may be for the charge in the conduct of journals which disgrace 
journalism—which, like all other professions, has its venal quacks 
and pettifoggers,—and which prop their tottering existence by pufling 
promptly all the books of all those who advertise with them, and 
thus gaining, too, the advantage of having their existence made known 
to the world by the republication of their notices in journals of posi- 
tion and influence; but unless the publishers will make their charges 
specific, probabilities are too much against their story to win credit. 
Notices may have been promised to publishers if they would adver- 
tise; but between notices, and ‘ good fnotices,’ there is a world of dif- 
ference. That those who do not advertise should have the best possi- 
ble advertisement—which an editorial notice, favorable or unfavorable, 
is—for nothing, is not reasonable; it is not fair to those who do pay 
for the inferior advertisement. But those publishers who imagine 
that by their advertising they secure ‘ good notices,’ as well as notice, 
will find, in all quarters where notice is worth having, that they have 
made a sad mistake. Supposing, even, that mercenary motives alone 
control the press, few of them are rich enough to buy a journal worth 
buying.” 

We have nothing to object to the assertion that the journals against 
which the charges we have made may be properly brought, “ disgrace 
journalism.” On the contrary, this sentiment ‘is precisely our own. 
Our object has simply been to suggest to the press that the tempters 
are more worthy of condemnation than the tempted. When we 
made the statement that the proposition was every day made to pub- 
lishers, “Give us advertisements and we will give you good notices,” 
we meant precisely what we wrote. It is “ good notices” which are 
promised in consideration of advertisements, not merely “notices.” 
When there shall be found publishers who will say they have not had 
many propositions like this made to them, it may be worth while to 
bring proof. The Courier is not to be supposed to have any experi- 
mental knowledge in the matter, and its denial is therefore not of 
consequence. 

The New York Tribune also takes notice of the article in question 
in a manner which we confess somewhat surprises us. It does not 
discuss the principles involved, but descends to a personal attack on an 
individual publishing house. With such personalities this journal has 
nothing todo. Weare not attacking or defending individuals, but sim- 
ply discussing a general question, in which all are interested. We 
have, therefore, little occasion to reply to the Zridune article. The 
publisher attacked, will, of course, make a reply, if he deems it 
worth while. One or two misrepresentations we must, however, cor- 
rect. The 7ribune says we have published “a most sweeping charge 
of venality and corruption against the leading New York journals, in 
the matter of reviews of new books,” and leads it to be indirectly but 
inevitably inferred that the charge is made against the Tribune pariicu- 
larly. This is without a shadow of truth, so far as we are concerned. 





Since the foregoing was written, the Tribune of this morning, 13th 
inst., calls upon two individual members of the Publishers’ Association to 
state explicitly what particular New York Journals are venal in their 
literary criticisms. We beg to remind the 7’ribune, that the New York 
Publishers’ Association is responsible for any charges made in this 
journal. This stepping aside to challenge individuals is, at the least, 
not in good taste. 

There is, however, no occasion for the specification of particular 
papers, asked by the Tribune. The charges really made in our former 
article have been virtually admitted by nearly every paper which has 
noticed the matter. The 7ribune itself has not denied them. The 
charge brought by us is, that there are journals whose book notices are 
influenced by pecuniary considerations, and that these are not to be 
found among the obscure alone. We have brought no charge against 
New York journais, or Boston journals, or any in particular.

Moreover, if the charges were denied, it would not be incumbent 
upon us to set ourselves forward in Don Quixote fashion to remedy the 
great evil. Because one makes the general charge that society is cor- 
rupt, is he called upon to name individual culprits? Because one states 
that many members of the church are hypocrites, is he called upon to 
say who these are particularly? We think the Zribune itself may be 
quoted as authority against such a position. 

That the evil referred to by us as a matter of current report, should 
be examined, and, if possible, extinguished, would be desired, one would 
suppose, by all gentlemen connected with the press whose self-respect 
is concerned in the question at issue.

ODD TITLES OF BOOKS IN FORMER TIMES. 


From Notes and Queries, 


In 1686, a pamphlet was published in London, entitled A most De- 
lectable Sweet Perfumed Nosegay for God's Saints to Smell at, About 
the year 1649, there was published a work entitled A Pair of Bellows 
to blow off the Dust cast upon John Fry, and another, called The 
Snuffers of Divine Love. Cromwell’s time was particularly famous for 
title pages. The author of a work on charity entitles his book Hooks 
and Eyes for Believers’ Breeches, Another, who professed a wish to 
exalt poor human nature, calls his labors /igh-heeled Shoes for Dwarfs 
in Holiness, And another, Crumbs of Comfort for the Chickens of 
the Covenant. A Quaker, whose outward man the powers that were 
thought proper to imprison, published A Sigh ef Sorrow for the Sinners 
of Zion, breathed out of a Hole in the Wall of an earthly Vessel, 
known among Men by the name of Samuel Fish. About the same time 
there was also published, The Spiritual Mustard-pot, to make the Soul 
sneeze with Devotion; Salvation’s Vantage Ground, or a Louping 
Sand for Heavy Believers. Another, A Shot aimed at the Devil's 
Head-quarters through the Tube of the Cannon of the Covenant. This 
is an author who speaks plain language, which the most illiterate re- 
probate cannot fail to understand. Another, A Reaping-hook well 
tempered, for the Stubborn Ears of the coming Crop; or Biscuits 
baked in the Oven of Charity, carefully conserved for the Chickens 
of the Church, the Sparrows of the Spirit, and the Sweet Swallows 
of Salcation. To another we have the following copious description 
of its contents : 

“ Seven Sobs of a Sorrowful Soul for Sin, or the Seven Penitential 
Psalms of the Princely Prophet David; whereunto are also added, 
William Humius’s Handful of Honeysuckles, and Divers Godly and 
Pithy Ditties now newly augmented.” G. B. 
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PERIODICAL LITERATURE. 


Our current periodical literature teems with thought and feeling,— 
with passion and imagination. There was Gifford, and there are 
Jettrey, and Southey, and Campbell, and Moore, and Bowles, and Sir 
Walter, and Lockhart, and Lamb, and Wilson, and De Quincey, and 
the four Coleridges, 8. T. C., John, Hartley, and Derwent, and Croly, 
and Maginn, and Mackintosh, and Cunningham, and Kennedy, and 
Stebbings, and St. Ledger, and Knight, and Praed, and Lord Dudley, 
and Ward, and Lord L. Gower, and Charles Grant, and Hobhouse, and 
Blunt, and Milman, and Carlyle, and Macaulay, and the two Moirs, and 
Jerdan, and Talfourd, and Bowring, and North, and Hogg, and Tickler, 
and twenty—forty—fifty other crack contributors to the Reviews, Maga- 
zines, and Gazettes, who have said more tender, and true, and fine, and 
deep things in the way of criticism, than ever was said before since the 
reign of Cadmus, ten thousand times over,—not in long, dull, heavy, 
formal, prosy theories,—but flung off-hand, out of the glowing mint— 
a coinage of the purest ore—and stamped with the ineffaceable impress 
of genius. Who so elevated in intellectual rank as to be entitled to 
despise such a Periodical Literature {—Noctes Ambrosiane. 
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BRITISH AND AMERICAN BIBLIOGRAPHY. 





Among the books hitherto unsupplied in this book-making age, is 
one designed to give a concise yet comprehensive account of Authors 
and their works—prepared for convenient, ordinary reference. The 
only now extant work covering this ground is Wutts’ Bibliotheca Bri- 
tannica. This, in the first place, is too bulky and expensive—(four 
volumes quarto). Secondly, it is thirty years old. Thirdly, it has 
nothing about American authors or books; and—Foarthily, it is quite 
out of print, and inaccessible. A work which should include the names 
of all British and American Authors, and an accurate summary of their 
works, with a brief critical account of the most important, and in a por- 
table and economical shape, is obviously useful and desirable, not only 
for scholars and literary men, but for general readers; and it seems re- 
markable that such a volume is yet among the things tobe. Such an 
one is now promised—prepared by S. Austin ALtipong, and to be pub- 
lished by Childs & Peterson, of Philadelphia. It is to be in a single 
large volume, and elegantly printed, in such a form as to compress the 
largest amount of matter in the smallest possible compass. A specimen 
of the volume, consisting of the Introduction and the first three letters of 
the alphabet, is now before the public. It is not the province of this 
Circular to attempt any literary criticism, but it seems proper that the 
peculiar nature and scope of a work like this—belonging as it does to 
the statistics and fucts of literature, should be described, as a matter of 
general interest to booksellers, librarians, and book-collectors. The 
title reads thus:—“ A Critical Dictionary of English Literature and 
British and American Authors, Living and Deceased, from the earliest ac- 
counts to the Middle of the Nineteenth Century, containing Thirty Thou- 
sand Biographies and Literary Notices. By S. Austin Allibone. Royal 
octavo, pp. 1460, double columns.” It is known that its compilation 
has for many years been a favorite object with the author, who has 
been an eager competitor in Europe and America for rare works calcu- 
lated to aid his laudable design. It is also well known to the biblio- 
grapher, that the works now in existence upon English and American 
Literary History, Biography, and Bibliography, altogether fail to meet 
the wants of the student or general reader. Mr. Allibone, therefore, 
determined that no pains, expense, or labor should be sparedin the pre- 
paration of a Critical Dictionary embracing these topics, and supplying 
the public with a manual, which should be to the authors and literature 
of the language what Webster's Dictionary is to the words of the lan- 
guage. We have now before us the result of years of anxious toil and 
painstaking investigation,—the first 464 pages of the Critical Dictionary 
comprising the letters A. B. and C., and are glad to hear that the re- 
mainder of the work is either ready for the press, or in a forward state 
of preparation. The portion already printed, comprises the bulk of 
about eight duodecimo volumes, of the size of Putnam's edition of Ir- 
ving’s works, and may therefore be considered a fair sample of the 
whole work. The characteristics of the work—which have never be- 
fore been united in an undertaking of the kind, are as follows: 

1, It is a Biographical Dictionary of English and American authors, 
comprising both the living and the dead; furnishing those incidents re- 
specting the persons who have made themselves famous in the Republic 
of Letters, which every reader desires to know, and few know where to 
find. 

2. It is a bibliographical manual, giving information as to the best 
editions of authors, the circumstances attending their publication, the 
reception which they met with from the public, the influence they have 
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exercised on the public mind, and many other interesting particulars, | 


not one of which the true lover of books, and student of letters, would 
“willingly let die.” 

As a bibliographical manual, the Index, which forms the second 
portion of the volume, will prove no small addition toits value. In this 
Index the subjects of human knowledge are divided into forty distinct 
classes, and an alphabet is allotted to each. By this means, the reader 
is enabled to see at a glance who are the principal writers on all sub- 
jects from Aericuttur®r, Class Ist, to Voyages, Class 40th. 

It is thought that this Index will contain between 40,000 and 50,000 
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names, and yet no author is mentioned whose works are not noticed in 
the first part of the Dictionary. 

8. It is a critical, as well as a biographical and bibliographical, dic- 
tionary. Here the author has a great advantage over his predecessors, 
without a single exception, Makers of books approaching to the charac- 
ter of this, are in the habit of giving their own opinions, or opinions 
adopted as their own, which must be based upon very partial know- 
ledge, and one, therefore, of little value; or are apt to be tinctured with 
prejudice and party bias, and are therefore entitled to little confidence. 
But Mr. Allibone conscious that his criticisms could claim no prescription 
with the public, has wisely kept himself in the background, and con- 
tents himself with adducing the opinions upon various writers as they 
come under his notice, of critics of great and extended reputation, who 
have earned a claim to be heard with respect, if not in all cases with 
entire acquiescence. These invaluable specimens of criticism are quoted 
verbatim, and distinguished by a smaller type, which adds greatly to 
the beauty of the work. 

To give an instance of our meaning: under the name of Epuunp 
Burxe—which comprises about twelve to thirteen hundred lines—we 
find quotations relative to the genius and eloquence of Burke, of greater 
or less length, from the following authorities: 1. Dr. Samuel Johnson ; 
2. Arthur Murphy; 3. Lord Jetfrey; 4. Professor Smyth, of Oxford; 5. 
Dugald Stewart; 6. James Prior; 7. the Earl ef Chatham; 8. King 
George III.; 9. Charles James Fox; 10. John Roche; 11. M. Cazales 
12. William Windham; 13. Gerard Hamilton; 14. Mr. Curwen; 16 
Rev. Thomas Campbell; 16. Dr. French Laurence; 17. Edward Gib- 
bons ;818. Richard Cumberland; 19. William Wilberforce ; 20. Thomas 
James Mathias; 21. Lord Thurlow; 22. Rev. Dr. Samuel Parr; 23 
Henry Grattan ; 24. Oliver Goldsmith; 25, Mr. Richards; 26. the Duke 
de Levis; 27. Warren Hastings; 28. Richard Brinsley Sheridan; 29. 
Frederick Schlegel; 30. Rev. Robert Hall; 31. Rev. George Crabbe ; 
82. Samuel Warren; 33, T. B. Macaulay; 34. Rev. Dr. O. A. Goodrich; 
35. Mr. Shackleton; 36. Sir James Mackintosh; 87. Sir Robert Peel ; 
38. Lord John Russell ; 39. Lord Erskine; 40. Lord Brougham. Who 
will not say that an article of this kind is well worth the price of the 
whole book? Referring to the price, the extraordinary cheapness of 
the contents of twenty-five to thirty duodecimo volumes for $5, is one 
of its most remarkable features. 

We are not surprised to hear that a work of this character has met 
with the approbation of all who have had the opportunity of examin- 
ing its plan, distinctive peculiarities, and execution. It has already se- 
cured commendations from gentlemen whose names were perhaps never 
before found united for a similar purpose on the same sheet. Washing- 
ton Irving, Wm. Il. Prescott, Wm. C. Bryant, Hon, Edward Everett 
Dr. Francis Lieber, Jared Sparks, and Hon. George Bancroft, all en- 
thusiastically, and without qualification, commend Mr. Allibone’s 
design and its execution, We need hardly say, that not only to 
authors and readers, but to booksellers especially, this work will be 
invaluable. Indeed the head of one of our largest publishing-houses has 
more than once remarked that, if he could not procure one for less, he 
would be willing to pay $500 for a copy of such a work, simply with 
a view to its usefulness in his every day business.

MIND YOUR PERIODS AND COMMAS. 


I observed, in one short article in your last paper, three different 
modes of distinguishing those indispensable fractions of a dollar denom- 
inated cents: 1st, by the en quadrat; 2d, by the letter c; 3d, by the 
comma, This is by no means unusual in what passes for very respecta- 
ble typography; and I do not mention it to criticise the style of printing 
the Crrovtar, which is generally excellent; but I wish" to enlist the 
attention of such printers as may read it, to the general want of uni- 
formity in this particular, which arises from the different ways of differ- 
ent offices, or the want of any settled way in some of them, as though 
it were not considered worthy of notice. 

The symbol used by good authority as a mark of fractions is the pe- 
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riod. The printers of the Penny Cyclopedia adopted the inverted 
period, thus: 19:207. This would seem to be an improvement, inas- 
much as the sign does not occur for any other purpose, and would there- 
fore be unmistakable. The comma being used to distinguish other di- 
visions in numbers, is inappropriate as a mark of fractions, and liable to 
be mistaken. The en quadrat seems to have come into use in this coun- 
try, as a convenient and abundant sor¢t to justify with columns of dollars 
and cents in table work. In the State printing office, en periods and en 
commas were long ago introduced for the convenience of justification. 
The en quadrat may be used to separate a column of cents in an office 
short of other sorts, but in isolated sums it is quite out of place, and 
would be wholly unintelligible in some instances. The different modes 
of separating dollars and cents are as follows: 


A common mode, r ° . $1,175 85. 
Another, i ° ° . $1,175,85. 
A correct mode, js ‘ 7 $1,175.85. 
Penny Cyclopedia, ° ° . $1,175°85. 


Booksellers and authors, being uninterested in our technicalities, this 
may be regarded as too trivial a matter to be made the subject of an 
essay; I therefore leave it with the single remark, that uniformity is 
a great point in the practice of a good compositor; the breach of it 
offends his eye. It was this peculiarity, however, which the Rev. Dr. 
Cheever considered a grievance, and he was led a good deal out of his 
way in his foreign travels, to gore the craft with a sharp pen in order 
to cure it. But the weakness is not confined to any class perhaps. A 
learned professor in one of our theological institutions remarked that he 
would as soon smell fish as see the word Saviour printed without a wu. 
Now, as it is difficult for a learned theologian to suppress his repug- 
nance to certain odors and certain systems of orthography, I wish to 
suggest that the very humble soul sometimes buttoned within a com- 
positor’s jacket, may swell with equal indignation at the sins of omis- 
sion and commission which every day meet his vision in print, although 
they may be discernible only to his practical eye!

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IMPORTANT TO INVENTORS AND MECHANICS. 


An invaluable addition has recently been made to the Library of 
the Franklin Institute, being a contribution from the Commissioners of 
the Patent office of Great Britain, embracing copies of all the spe- 
cifications of patents issued since the reorganization of the Patent 
office in 1852, and copious indexes of the patents issued from the origin 
of the office in 1617 up to 1855. The number of patents issued in the 
latter period was 14,359. The indexes furnish the dates and names of 
the patentees, and refer to specifications included in the publications 
of the patent office, or to works in the collection on the shelves of the 
Franklin Institate. The specifications are published in pamphlet form, 
each containing a large sized drawing of the machine patented. The 
number issued in 1852 was 1,211, and 3,045 in 1853. The specifica- 
tions for these patents are all complete, and with the aid of the accom- 
panying chronological and alphabetical indexes, a reference can be 
had with great facility to any specific patent. The whole collection 
when bound up will comprise not less than from two to three hundred 
large octavo volumes. This contribution forms a complete summary of 
the English patents, and will be invaluable for reference to those in- 
terested in patents or the mechanic arts.—PAil. Lec'ger.

Prescott’s New Worx.—aAt the celebration of the fifty-first anni- 
versary of the New York Historical Society, on Tuesday evering, an 
able and elaborate address was mzde by Rev. Dr. De Witt. At his conclu- 











sion, Mr. Bancroft moved a vote of thanks, and made a beautiful speech, 
In the course of it he said that he heartily with joined Dr. De Witt 
in his appreciation of the g’ory and grandeur achieved by the Dutch, 
and he must add that a scholar of New England, and one who had no 
superior, was about to bring before the world a history of the war in 
which the Netherlands emancipated themselves from the yoke of Spain, 
We should have a history of that glorious struggle in a very short time, 
delineated in brighter colors than had ever yet been spread upon it, 
and illustrated from richer materials. We should have such a work in 
a few weeks from the hand of Prescott in honor of the Netherlands as 
the world had never yet seen. And we might here see how good never 
was lost. The Netherlands set an example to us of a declaration of in- 
dependence, and it was well known that the Dutch declaration was 
model of our own. The Dutch republic had gone down, but not until 
a greater and stronger republic had risen up to preserve a life of repub- 
lican freedom, and to preserve it until that day when it should revisit the 
shores from which it had been expelled only for a season. 


A Great Man’s Booxs.—A recent visitor to the Library of Daniel 
Webster, which remains at his old home in Marshfield just as he left 
it, after giving a full description of it, says, ‘“ Not an infidel work could 
be found among all his books. He never read such books. To the very 
close of his life, he retained that reverence for the Bible and the religion 
it inculeates, which his exeellent parents taught him in irfancy. The 
mute counsellors with whom he communed in retirement, still show 
how he thought, how he studied, and what opinions he cherished. A 
better selection of books to make one wise and good could scarcely be 


made. 


Aw Anorent Testament.—Mr. Wm. G. Patience, of Hartford, has in 
his possession a copy of the New Testament, in a good state of preserva- 
tion, printed in London, in the year 1596—two hundred and fifty-nine 
years ago. It is printed in small quarto, in the old black letter style 
with copious explanatory notes. The title-page reads as follows .— 
“The New Testament of Ovr Lord Iesvs Christ, translated out of 
Greeke, by Theod. Beza. Wherevnto are adioyned large explanations 
of the phrases and hard places, by the Authour and others; together 
with a table of Concordance conteining the principall words and mat- 
ters contained herein. Englished by L. Tomson. Imprinted at London 
bp the Deputies of Christopher Barker, Printer to the Queenes most 
excellente majestie, 1596.” The book is quite a curiosity, and would 
be highly prized by antiquarians. 


N. Y. Historrcat Soorery.—The regular monthly meeting of the N, Y. 
Historical Society was duly held last evening at their rooms in the 
University. Luther Bradish presided. The minutes of the previous 
meeting were read and approved. 

A report from a special committee, recommending the collection, 
annotation, better preservation and printing of certain revolutionary 
documents, in the State archives at Albany, and certain others in the 
hands of private parties in this city, was read and adopted. It was re- 
commended also that their compilation and publication be intrusted to 
Benjamin I. Lossing, under the supervision of the authorities. 

After the nomination of a number of new members, and the transac- 
tion of other miscellaneous business, the usual essay for the evening 
was read by Charles W. Elliot, Esq. His paper related to the First Dis- 
covery of this Continent by the Norsemen. Premising with a brief and 
pleasing sketch of the history of the Norsemen, he gave a detail of the 
history and voyages of the celebrated Norse hero, Biorn, and of his fol- 
lowers, using the old Sagas, and the other material, which the Danish 
Academy have so laboriously accumulated and ingeniously put together. 
Mr. Elliott’s paper followed literally in the track laid down by the Da- 
nish archeaologists, his conclusions being more summarily and decided- 
ly taken. Indeed, the body of his essay, was but a pleasing and pic- 
turesque relation of the incidents related in the Sagas, reciting the voy- 
ages of the reputed discoverers, the descriptions of “ Vineland,” &c., a8

Rrope Istanp Historrcat Socrery.—At the monthly meeting of 
this Society, on Wednesday evening, a very interesting paper was read 
by Dr. James H. Eldredge, of East Greenwich, upon the medical history 
of that town. Sketches were given of the following physicians : Thomas 
Spencer, Dutee Jerauld, Joseph Joslin, Gorton Jerauld, Peter Turner, 
and Charles Eldredge, besides a very entertaining notice of the earlier 
days of the town, when no physician practised there, and incidental 
allusions to Dr. Isaac Senter, who once visited East Greenwich with a 
view to settling there, to some of the pupils of Dr. Peter Turner, and to 
Col. Godfrey Malbone, who lived many years, and is buried at Brooklyn, 
Connecticut.

We learn that the lenses have been placed temporarily a few times in a 
tube, and a view taken of the sky through them. It is said that they 
possess a great magnifying power, and that but a small portion of the 
moon can be seen through them at once, so large is that orb’s appear- 
ance when viewed through these glasses.” 


Literary Lasor oF Missionaries.—The Missionaries of the English 
Baptist Missionary Society have written and published fourteen 
grammars and nine dictionaries, mostly of languages in which no such 
works previously existed. They have also translated the Scriptures, in 








whole or in part, into nearly all the languages of India, besides those 
of Isubu and Dualla, on the west coast of Africa.
